f the El Paso Chamber of Commerce is reproduced 
from the Herald of that place: 

“To the President and Directors of the BE] Paso Chamber 
of Commerce: . 

“Gentlemen: Your Commitiee on Manufactures begs 
leave to report: : 

“Several months ago the committee undertook to in-. 
quire more fully into the opportunities here for manu- 
facturing. To this end a circular letter was prepared 
and mailed to every member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and to other business men, reques!ing them to state 
in detail what new industries they thought could be 
profitably started here. 

“Im response to this circular, six replies were received. 
The replics were published in full in the local press as 
fast as received, and are therefore before the public. 
They are bere summarized as follows: 

“E. Krause calls attention to the fact that the use of 
. pumping plants ‘has robbed farming of all chances of 
failure,’ and urges that the farming lands of the valley 
should be got under cultivation as a means of bringing 


“J, A. Eddy expresses the opinion that ‘owing to the 
peculiar conditions prevailing at El Paso, manufactures 
can only be expected to follow a demonstrated jobbing 
field,” and that the question whether a particular indus- 
try can be profitably started here is to be determined by 
the question whether there is already a large jobbing 
trade here in the article which it is proposed to manu- 
facture. Thus it lies with the jobbers to develop the 
manufacturing field by developing the jobbing trade. 
' “Orrin Rice suggests the exploitation of the white 
sands near Alamogordo for the manufacture of building 
material, plaster of Paris, fertilizers, etc., as proposed 
by the Milner Mines Development Company. 

“E. B. Welch holds that, owing to the thinly-settied 
condition of the country adjacent to El Paso, there is 
little in the manufacturing line outside the smelter in- 
dustry which can be made profitable in this locality. He 
thinks El Paso’s opportunity to promote manufacturing 
lies across the river. He would have the free zone abol- 
ished, and a company formed in E) Paso to obtain from 
the Mexican government a concession for manufactur- 
ing acroes the river, especially the manufacture of 
leather goods. He thinks the industry should extend 
from the tanning of bides to the manufaciure of shoes, 
harners, caddiery, and other leather goods. 

“a. W. Gifford questions ‘the possibility of making 
manufacturing a euccets in El Paso because of the, 
sparsely-settied conditions surrounding us for 400 to 
500 miles. He believes, however, shat a local company 
could be organized and a concession secured from the 
Mexican government which would admit goods manu- 
factured in the free zone to the interior of Mexico duty 
free, and that then manufactures of iron, glass, and 
other articles could be established in Juarez. 

“P. Bargman, himself a manufacturer, thinks Bl Paso 
will make a good point for manufactures of all kinds, 
But, first he thinks it is necessary to get the freight rates 
adjusted so that the jobbers here can get anywhere in 
Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, and Texas and 
compete. Today the territory open is very limited.”

The Spanish name for this is agua- 
cate (corrupted, like our word from the 
Aztec ahuacatl.) The name “alligator” 
is a rough seamaris corruption from

sized bell or pound peer, ant weighs 
from a pound to two pounds. In the 
center is a large husk-iike core inclos- 
ing the seed. Between this core and 
the skin is the meat, which, when ripe, 
is of a rich, creamy yellow, and tastes 
as much like beef marrow as one thing 
can be compared-to another. It is 
sometimes eaten with a dressing of 
salt, pepper and oll, but is generally 
used as the basis of a salad. 

When cut open the core drops out 
and it is seen that there is a double 
lining, resembling a thin, brown leaf 
or skin, but between the meat and the 
interior core. One of the linings clings 
to the meat and the other to the core. 
The lining being removed from the’ 
meat and the outer skin of the pear cut 
off, the fruit is treated the same as the 
meat of chicken or lobster designed 
for salad. A ripe avocado pear costing
